Dr. Leonard, of Cincin- 
nati, in favor of admitting women; Rev. John 
Milt«y, president of Drew theological seminary, 
and Kev.

An Important Meeting Held in New 
Orleans. 

New Onveans, May 4.—[Special.]—The 

business managers of the Farmers’ Ailiance 
met in private convention in. New Orleans, 
commencing May Ist, and lasting two days.

The mecting was not public, and the details 
of business will not be made public until the 
different state representatives return home and 
report totheir business meeting, when the 
plans formulated by this body will be present- 
ed and adopted. 

By special invitation, Mr. E. Van Winkle,of 
Atlanta, Georgia, was present to inform the 
body as to the cottonseed+oil and fertilizer 
business, and a vote of. thanks was yoted 
Saesineeny for the information given by 

m. 

The cotton seed oil and fertilizer business 
will be one of the most important things this 
body will have to deal with, and it was the 
spirit of this meeting that the planters should 
put: their barrels of crude oil on the market 
same as bales of crude lint, and retain all the 
meal and hulls for home uses for feeding and 
fertilizing. 

This meeting represented one of the most not- 
ed industrial movements that has ever ‘agitat- 
ed the country. Arrangements were also 
perfected where the states of the northwest 
will also be organized on the alliance plan with 
the cotton states of the south. 

Thereare hundreds of thousands of mem- 
bers already, which is very rapidly increasing. 
In Texas the order is running large flour 
milisand ginneries, and expect to establish 
local oil mills all over the state. 

The Texas alliance headquarters in Dallas 
already do a monthly business of over $200,- 
000 in filling orders for co-operative members. 
The alliance was originally started in Taylor 
county, Texas, afew years ago, and is now rap- 
idly spreading all over the cotton states, and 
starts out with a new impetus from this im- 
portant mecting of the business managers, and 
is proving to be the strongest and most im- 
portant organization that has ever been 
formed in this country, as the principles on 
which it is built are solid asa nodk.

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The Richmond:.Terminal Company Proposc 
to Check the Seaboard and Roanoke, 

New York, May 4.—A meeting was held in 
the executive office of the Richmond Terminal com- 
pany which was generally believed to be a confer- 
ence of the pariies now fighting for control, E. P. 
Alexander, president of the Georgia Central rail- 
road; Isaac L. Rice and August Belmont, Jr., of the 
stockholders’ committee; George 8S. Scott, president 
of the Richmond and Danville; John H. Inman, 
president of the Richmond Terminal; Calvin 8. 
Brice, vice president of the East Tennessee, and W. 
P. Clyde, being the parties present. The meeting 
was in session about two hours, but on adjourning it 
was announced that it was a meeting called simply 
to protect the interest-of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville and Georgia Central coads from the threatened 
Seaboard and Roanoke company. Isaac L. Rice said 
after the meeting that the Seaboard and Roanoke 
compeny sold bondsin London for the purpose of 
acquiring money to extend its line to Atlanta, cut- 
ting directly into the territory of the Georzia Cen- 
traland Richmond and Danville companies, and 
for this reason the meeting was called.

The expres- 
sions in the various conventions throughout 
the country relative to the choice in the 
Chicago eonvention, which indicates mote 
plainly than ever that Blaine is the favorite, 
has struck terror to Scnator Sherman and his 
followers here, For the past week there has 
been considerable betting indulged in, and big 
odds are laid on Blaine. Aside from Sherman 
and his few friends, the republicans very gen- 
erally concede that the nomination of Blaine 
is, to all appearances, a foregone conclusion. 
The action of the republicans in Indiana yester- 
day,instructing for Harrison, is looked upon asa 
joke. Thestrength developed in the west in 
favor of Gresham has had the effect to create 
the impression that in event of it not being 
Blaine, the nomination will go to Gresham 
rather than Allison.

THE TRUST INVESTIGATION, 


How the Standard Oil Company Intimidated 
Dealers. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—George Rice, of Ma- 
rietta, O., was recalled at the beginning of the 
investigation by the house committee on man- 
ufactures today. The witness produced state- 
ments showing the difference in tariff rates on 
coal oil and cotton seed oil on the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Queen and Crescent railroads, coal 
oil going south and cotton seed coming north. 
Louisville and Nashville railroad officials had 
absolutely refused to give witness rates south 
from Nashville and he was obliged to ship it in 
a round about way and pay a heavier tariff 
than that charged to other dealers. For the 
past five or six years he has received letters 
from persous buying oil of him, in which they 
complained that they had b®en threatened by 
the Standard Oil company for purchasing oil 
from him. He had large numbers of those let- 
ters and would produce them before the com- 
inittee. 

Witness did not think the interstate com- 
merce act was radical enough. There were 
two important amendments needed, namely, 
that the fines and penalties provided by the 
act should apply to the shipper as well as to 
the carrier, and that these fines and penalties 
should gotothe informer instead of to the 
government. 

A number of letters from various persons, on 
which Mr. Rice had his statement that the 
Standard had attempted to intimidate dealers 
who did not buy oil from it, were next put in 
evidence. Their general tenor was that the 
Standard had reduced, or threatened to reduce 
temporarily, the prices of oil below cost pro- 
duction wherever merchants bought oil from 
Mr. Rice. :

the treaty secures nothing of value to the Uni- 
ted States, except what belongs to the United 
States by natural rights. The treaty will 
probably be reported next week and taken up 
as soon as the Chinese treaty is disposed of.

WAITING ON THE TARIFF. 


Th Committee on Rules Perplexed About 
Accumulating Legislation.

TROOPS ORDERED OUT 


To Suppress an Outbreak in 
Lowndes County, Alabama. 


GROWING OUT OF A RECENT LYNCHING 


A Sheriff and Posse Attacked by a Mob— 
Two White Men Wounded and Several 
Negroes Killed—Other News. 


MonteomEry, Ala., May 4.—A special to 
the Advertiser reports a bad condition of af- 
fairs in Lowndes county, growing out of the 
recent lynching of a negro murderer by white 
men. The negroes have been threatening 
vengeance, it seems, and today the sheriff 
with a posse went to Sand Ridge and arrested 
fifteen negroes. On the way back to Hayne- 
ville, the county seat, the posse encountered a 
mob of armed negroes. A conflict ensued and 
two white men were wounded and several ne- 
groes killed. After several volleys the ne- 
groes dispersed. They are reported to be as- 
sembling again in large numbers, and the 
sheriff telegraphed to the governor for troops. 
Four companies from Montgomery are now 
leaving for the scene, including an artillery 
and Cavalry company. 

The Greys, Blues and Mounted Rifles, the 
latter with their horses, left for Lowndes 
county at 4:50 to night. It was decided not to 
take the artillery. 

In the conflict this 
Sheriffs Rice, Merriwther and 
D. Cook, whites, were wounded 
and two negroes were probably killed. It is 
reported that the negroes have been arming 
and collecting in large numbers ever since the 
lynching of Calloway in March. The negroes 
have been threatening vengeance. In attempt- 
ing to arrest one of them a few days ago, he re- 
sisted and the sheriff wounded him. This in- 
furiated the negroes and precipitated the con- 
flict today. 

The present trouble in Lowndes county, 
where the negroes outnumber the whites six to 
one, grew outof the murder, in March, of 
Mitchell Gresham by Theodore Callaway, a 
negro, Callaway claimed it was in self de- 
fense, and when, about one week later, be was 
lynched at Hayneville, the negroes began 
threatening an preparing for vengeance. 
Their demonstrations around Sandy Ridge, 
where the killing of Gresham occurred, be- 
came so open that white citizens applied to the 
sheriff for protection. They swore out twenty 
warrants against as many negroes, and the 
sheriff, in attempting to execute one on Wed- 
nesday last, was resisted and wounded a man 
before taking him.

¥V¥ERNE’S GREATEST EFFORT ECLIPSED 
A Mammoth Meteor Falls From the Sun 
and Strikes Kentucky. 
LITCHFIELD, Ky., April 28.—Professor John 
M. Klein, Kentucky’s eminent astrologer, was 
greatly surprised last Sunday evening by wit- 
nessing a vertical upheaval on the sun’s face. 
The way it appeared through his telescope was 
as if ons of the huge spots on the sun was pro- 
jected with great violence beyond the sun’s 
center of attraction, and was coming directly 
toward the earth. The distance from 
the sun is about 90,000,000 miles, and 
Professor Klein estimated the off-shoot from 
the sun would strike the earth some time this 
morning, unless it was consumed by friction in 
its rapid flight. His calculations proved right, 
however, as the heavenly visitor struck this 
planet about 10 o’clock last night. Its lurid 
light and hissing sound startled the citizens of 
Litchfield and surrounding country as they 
had never been before. The hage mass fell 
near Bee. Spring, in Edmonson county, on 
lands owned by John E. Stone, the surveyor 
of Grayson county. It covers about 140 acres 
of ground, and is about 4,000 feet in height. It 
has probably sunk into the earth at least 400 
feet. itis a glowing metalic mass, and emits 
a terrific heat, so that it isimpossible to get 
near it. Its properties are as yet unknown. 
Professor Klein’s observatory is at Hartford, 
over fifty miles from where the meteor fell. 
Every vehicle in Litchfield is in demand, and 
hundreds of people are flocking to Bee Springs. 
The following citizens of Litchfield have just 
returned from there: John A. Bishop, mer- 
chant; R. O. Willis, merchant; Judge T. R. 
McBeath, cireuit judge. They fully corrobor- 
ate all the details herein given and pronounce 
it as one of the greatest wonders the world ever 
saw. Bee Springs is nineteen miles from

DOUGLASVILLE’S SITUATION. 
Oe 


Its People, Its Business, and Its Future 
Prospects. 

DovuciasviIL_e, Ga,, May 4.—[Special.}]— 
Douglasville is situated on the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, about twenty-seven miles west of At- 
lanta,. It isacity duly incorporated, having 
&@ mayor, common council and all the machin- 
ery necessary for a city government. More- 
over, it is the county seat of Douglas county. 

Very pleasant is its location, on the crest of 
aridge, the country sloping away on either 
hand; from one side the water runs to the 
Chattahoochee river ten miles away, from the 
other it flows to the Tallapoosa forty miles 
disiant. The surface drainage is perfect, and 
the conditions for health unsurpassed.

The citi- 
zens are highly intelligent, hospitable, and 
they cordially welcome all good people who 
come to reside in the city or surrounding 
country. 

For the immigrant this region possesses 
many advantages, especially for those intend- 
ing to engage in agricultural pursuits. The 
country is healthy, the climate mild and de- 
lightful, the soil fertile, under proper cultiva- 
tion yielding bountiful crops of widely diversi- 
fied products. The sail is well watered ; 
springs bubble from hillsides, brooks and rivu- 
lets are seen in all directions, so that every 
farm can be abundantly supplied with spark- 
ling fountains. Thousands of acres can be 
bought at very moderate prices; the industri-

‘IN A STRANGE PICKLE! 


The Unfortunate Fate of a Cu- 
cumber Farmer, 


But Which Helped Along the Widow and 
Orphans and Saved Funeral 


Expenses. 


From the Griffin, Ga., News. 

We stepped into Judge Hammond’s office 
and took our accustomed seat, and waited till 
he finished drawing up the contract for the 
building « union passenger depot, which now 
awaits the signature of the three railroad com- 
panies and the contractors. The terms of the 
contract, when signed, will be given to the 
readers of the News in full. 

The News looked wistfully at the judge,who 
drew along breath and said; Well, young 
man, since fruit and truck farming has assumed 


such important proportions in this country, 
there has been a most wonderful development 
in the resources of middle Georgia. One man 
in this county raised and gathered one hundred 
bushels of ruta baga turnip seed aad shipped 
them north. Another realized two thousand 
dollars from one crop of sugar cane, Several 
have made handsome sums from the sale of 
watermelons, fruits and vegetables, and others 
have converted their fruit into brandy, and of 
course they had a “high old time.” But I wish 
tocall your attention to one of the most re- 
markable occurrences of this century; but at 
the same time it was very sad. There was a 
poor man with a large family, consisting of his 
devoted wife and many small children, most] 

boys and girls. He owned a few acres of land, 
a small portion of which was in rich bottom. 
He conceived the idea that by proper drain- 
age and cultivation he might raise large quan- 
tities of cucumbers, and by proper management 
might find a renumerative market for them. 
So he made his arrangements accordingly, and 
raised his cucumbers, packed them in salt and 
shipped them to some northern firm for pick- 
ling. The first year he was very successful 
and sold large quantities of them for fair prices. 
The second year he felt so much encouraged 
that he increased his crop and confidently ex- 
pected a much larger income. During the 
gathering time he was constantly engaged in 
cutting, —e and packing his cucumbers 
into barrels and shipping them to his custom- 


ers. 

It is well known that when cucumbers are 
first cut from the vine there isa piece which 
exudes or bleeds from the stem. One morning 
the farmer cut his hand and this juice got into 
the cut, and his hand commenced to inflame, 
and an eruption similar to erysipelas made its 
appearance on his hand and extended — 
arm, and finally spread over his whole ly 
Strange to say, there wasno pain attending 
these eruptions of erysipelas, and he contin- 
ued to gather and pack his cucumbers and 
prepare them for shipment. To the great sur- 
prise of the farmer these little erysipelas pim- 
ples assumed the appearance and form ofsmall 
cucumbers, and continued to grow, although 
the farmer kept well and hearty, he was com- 
pelled to strip himself and take to his bed, Of 
course, the news fof this strange phenomenon 
spread far and wide, and the doctors and sci- 
entific men visited him from various sections 
of the country. One preseribed one thing, and 
one another. One wished to bleed him; one 
wished to cut the cucumbers off; another said 
not let him have any water and they would 
dry up; another said stick «@ hole in each cu- 
cumber and they would. die and a 
new skin form; another wished to wrap 
him up in a& mammoth poultice of 
Rasusiet manure and draw them all to one 
head; another said they ought to be scattered. 
Each had a different remedy, but all disagreed. 
So there was some hope’that the patient would 
get well. As the summer advanced the small 
cucumbers grew into big ones, and his whole 
body was completely covered with them from 
head. to foot, and they commenced to ripen and 
turn yellow and hang down and the man as- 
sumed the appearance of a huge bunch of 
bananas. When they got ripe they began to 
shrivel and dry up, and so didthe man. His 
sap was all gone and he died. 

The docters procured the consent of the fami- 
ly to permit an autopsy to be made, for the ben- 
efit of science, and they cut into him with their 
knives, and to their amazement found nv 
flesh—no blood—no bones—no muscles—no 
sinews—no veius—no ‘arteries; but found only 
one solid mass of cucumber seed. It was so 
remarkable that it would be useless to have 
the remains interred and foolish to have them 
cremated, and she concluded that she would 
keep then in the house. She had the corpse 
hung up by the hair of the head and veiled, 

The next spring some of the children picked 
up some of the seed which had dropped on the 
tloor and planted them. They grew rapidly 
and matured, and instead of being like the pa- 
rent stock of cucumbers, they were pure pick- 
les and needed no vinegar, no pepper, no salt, 
nothing but simply packing into barrels and 
shipping to market and selling. Of course 
news of the discovery spread rapidly, and mul- 
titudes of applications for seed flowed in like 
the incoming tide, and thus enabled the 
disconsolate widow and ‘children to 
turn the cause of their bereayement into a 
means of maintenance and support. ‘Tho 
wind of affliction was thus tempered to these 
shorn lambs. They seld small packets of seed 
for big prices, and could not supply the de- 
mand. ‘The vine grown from the new séed is 
a perennial evergreen, and can be propagated 
from cuttings, blooms in the spring, and bears 
inthe summer a bountiful crop of perfect 
pickels. The widow sells the seed at Sla 
paper and hot grown plants at 25 cents each.

When the French crown jewels were sold by 
auction last season if was well known that 
the finest and most historical of the gems, in- 
cluding the famous “‘Regent’’ diamond, were 
reserved, and these may now be seenin the 
Louvre inthe gallery called after the well 
known statue of Apollo, which is such a prom- 
inent object init. Before these priceless gems 
were exposed, however, a committee of skilled 
officials and experts were appointed in order to 
decide on some plan for sendering their loss by 
theft virtually impossible.

DILLEY PLEADS HYPNOTISM.

The Pennsylvania Editor’s Remarkable Ex- 
planation of His Strange Disappearanee. 
From the New York World, 


A new and interesting development has oc- 
curred in the history of B&B. Fred Dilley, the 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., editor whose mysterious dis- 
appearance in this city was chronicled in the 
World on the 6th instant. A letter, postmark- 
ed Denver, Col., was received from the young 
man by his Wilkesbarre friends Saturday, in 
which he says he remembers nothing from the 
time he left home until he came te his senses on 
the morning of the 23d instant, fancying that 
he heard his little boy calling “papa.” 
On recovering his reason he says he aseer- 
tained that he had been acting as editor of a 
little paper near Butte City, Montana, and had 
written many brilliant things, of which he, 
however, had no recollection. On learning 
his story the owner of the paper bought him a 
ticket and started him home, and he got as far 
as Denver, when he concluded that the dis- 
grace was too much for him to face. He feared 
to meet his family and friends with such an 
apparently improbable story, and not having 
courage to proceed home he retraced his steps 
to Butte City. 

Dilley was editor of the Wyoming Valley 
Times, of Kingston, a small town adjoining 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., and also a national] ofticer in 
the Patriotic Order of Sons of America. He is 
twenty-five years old and his wife is the daugh- 
terofa prominent minister. He left home 
for New York on March 29, having previously 
drawn from bank $1,000, and he also had some 
checks with which he proposed buying anew 
press. Ile was seen in this city the next morn- 
ing, at the corner of Cortland and Church 
streets, by a young man who accompanicd him 
here. Contrary to his usual custom he did not 
write to his wife, and after five days, learning 
that he had not called on the printing press 
manufacturers, his father, who 1s prominently 
connected with Pennsylvania coal interests 
and aman of means, came here in search of 
him, and he, too, disappeared for a time. 

On the 5th inst., the police of this city, hav- 
ing been notified, sent out a general alarm or- 
dering a search for father and son, as it was 
feared both had fallen into the hands of crooks 
and been murdered. J. Hazzard Smith, a 
friend of the family, had come on from Wilkes- 
barre, and he hired private detectives to assist 
inthe search. ‘The city police soon came to 
the conclusion that the young man had either 
gone O11 a protracted spree or left the city. The 
elder Dilley was not found here, but returned 
to his home all right, and the search for the 
son continued. <All sorts of theories were ad- 
vanced, and the hospitals, the morgue, the asy- 
lums, the jails were searched and the steam 
ship offices visited, but no person answering 
the description could be heard of in any direc- 
tion. 

Then there were reports that he had been 
seen in Philadelphia, and that before leaving 
home he had made inquiries as to the ad- 
vantages of the southwest asa field for jour- 
nalism, and these, with other rumors, served 
to maintain a ray of hope in the breasts of his 
family. Finally it was announced that he had 
been heard from in Colorado, and this letter 
sets at rest all fears, but will not entirely allay 
anxiety. as the suggestion of his lack of cour- 
age may mean a mental relapse. Some peo- 
ple who know the young man said he had 
shown evidences of dissatisfaction with a new 
business arrangement he had entered into and 
predicted that he would be heard from in the 
west, and the outcome shows there was reason 
for the suggestion. No explanation is made as 
to what became of his money or checks, and 
the story in many respects isso strange as to 
cause much curiosity to know more about the 
foung man’s wanderings, which wiil probably 
»e forthcoming in time.

I had not ridden far until I 
discovered that the animal was afflicted with 
extreme and painful leanness; and, upon a 
sudden turn in the road, when the horse stum- 
bled, I fancied that his backbone had cut 
through the sheepskin.

“Bill,” the old fellow shouted, ‘‘take that 
skiletin of a horse out there and hitch him in 
the stable. Sit down there (turning to me.) 
Oh, you mus’n’t fool with me. This is one of 
my julep days, and old marster sent you along 
here to keep me company.” :

Half a mile, as the buzzard flies, from the 
thrifty little settlement of Gopher Hope stands 
the économical mansion of Bill Job, negro by 
complexion, rail splitter by pretended occupa- 
tion and loafer by a certainty of disposition. 
The house is the usual one that obtains among 
the low tier of Ham’s descendants; one story 
high, of rough hewn logs, one room in luxuri- 
ance, a stick and mud chimney at one side and 
& pigpen and chicken house atthe other. A 
lean-to in the rear accommodates the half doz- 
en children at night, In the daytime all out- 
doors is their place and playroom, all nature 
their handmaid and playfellow.

Some distance away and nearer to the pond, 
sprawled out upon the ground six feet of loaf- 
ing, ragged, half drunken humanity. He was 
black with an exceeding great blackness, like 
unto the portentous cloud that covered up the 
earth when Noah barred the door of the ark.

It must be admitted that our German- 
American has proved himself fully equal to 
He has borne himself with 

the simple dignity of a genuine American, 
and yet he has not forgotten that he was 
once a German. There was no servile tone 
of king-worship in his voice when he 
told the haughty nobles who greeted him 
that the Germans in America were honestly 
glad so see the union of the German father- 
land under the leadership of the brave 
Hohenzollern race. It was well enough, 
too, that he should comprehend the manner 
in which the iron chancellor raised himself 
like a colossal figure above all the statesmen 
of his time. He could well afford to speak 
these words of praise, standing there with 
the magic circle of American citizenship 
drawn around him, hedging him about with 
something of that divinity ascribed to kings, 
He felt, after his forty years of freedom, 
that he was a sovereign citizen, the equal of 
any man with acrown on his head and a 
acepter in his hand. 
The time has-been when Carl Schurz 
‘would have been rudely seized and thrown 
into a dungeon upon his return to Ger- 
many. The fact that he was the other day 
conducted to a palace instead of a prison 
speaks well for the progress of liberal ideas. 
It is a grand thing to live in an age when a 
man’s best safeguard in the stronghold of 
imperiaiism is the simple declaration that 
be is an American citizen!

Our System of Taxation... 

Professor Ely has been making an exam- 
ination of the tax system of various states of 
the union. He finds that practically the 
same system exists in Georgia, Ohio and 
West Virginia. Professor Ely found that 
Georgia is uncommonly well served by 
Comptroller General Wright, whose instruc- 
tions to collectors and receivers are lumi- 
nous, persistent and methodical, especially 
in regard to the returns of personal property. 
Notwithstanding this, the results are unsat- 
isfactory. 

The New York Evening Post, in. com- 
menting on Professor Ely’s report, alludes 
to ‘‘assessors.’’ But it ought to be aware of 
the fact that there are no assessors in Geor- 
gia, save those who carry out the laws of 
municipalities. The defect in the Georgia 
tax system is due to the fact that every man 
is allowed to return his preperty, both real 
and personal, for what he supposes it to be 
worth. 

There is a good deal of trouble about per- 
sonal property, it is true, but the realty of 
the state is not returned at anything like its 
taxable value. The affidavit or affirmation 
which property owners are required to sign 
is of the most formal character. Practical- 
ly, it amounts to nothing, and the property 
owner is thus enabled to return property at 
his own valuation. 

The result of this is that the personalty 
and realty of the state are returned at ridic- 
ulously small values, and the heaviest bur- 
den of taxation must fall on those conscien- 
tious men who return their property at its 
real value. What the state needs for the 
protection of those who put their conscien- 
ces in their signatures isa law equalizing 
taxation. ‘This can only be accomplished 
by the appointment of state assessors in each 
county. 

For several years Tne Constitution has 
been urging upon the legislature the neces- 
sity of a law providing for the appointment 
of county assessors. Such a law would not 
only materially increase the value of taxable 
property, but would result in lower taxes 
for all. There are millions of dollars’ 
worth of property in this state that pay no 
taxes at all.

| ing isanarchy. The mnurierer killsa man the lynch- 


er killg the law that protects life. 

Lynching excuses itself by saying there is no law, 
but there islaw and government, Lynching says 
the laws are not enforced; but lynchers will, when 
they are mad, take criminals out of the law’s hand. 
Lynching is blind because it is vengeance; its ex- 
cuse is an after thought. 

Ifa government is so weak or bad that it cannot 
or will not enforce law,the remedy is not lynching, 
it is revolution. 

No case is brought into this short article, for it is* 
not a question of case, but of principle. If one pri- 
vate citizen has no moral or civil right to puta bad 
man to death, a hundred bonded together have not 
the right. And why the hundred banded together? 
To overawe and overpower law. Lynching is con- 
scious of its lawlessness. 

The government that winks at lynching is vicious; 
the government that does not care is foolish, the 
government that will not put it down is bad as well 
as foolish, the government that cannot is weak.

How Flies Walk On the Celling. 
Eprrors Constitution: Explain how flies 
walk on the ceiling. M, R. C. 
Itis curious how the understanding of many 
common and apparently simple things becomes 
modified by fuller investigation, The explanation 
of how files walk on the ceiling, as given in some of 
the old readers, was based on the theory that each 
little fly-foot wasa miniature air-pump—a theory 
now regarded as fallacicu3. This supposed thatthe 
bottom of the foot adhered by suction tothe glass, 
thus pressing out all air beneath it, and was held in 
place by the pressure of the air without, But files 
have been known to walkon the inner side of a 
glass receiver of an air-pump afier al 
the air had been exhausted, which shows 
that they do not need the pressure of 
the air to uphold them. Moreover, a microscopic 
examination of a fly’s foot clearly disproves the 
‘sucker’ theory, for the foot cushion is covered with 
hairs that prevent all close contact with the glass. 
A later theory, propounded by Hooke, was that flies 
stick to the glass by means of a viscous substance 
exuded frem the hairs in their feet. This theory 
was thoroughly investigated some eight years or so 
ago by Dr. Rombouts who demonstra‘ed that it was 
only partly sound, for though these hairs do cer- 
tainly exude an oily liquid, the liquid is not sticky 
and does not harden when dried. It isto Dr. Rom- 
bouts’s experiments that scence owis whit is now 
regarded as the true theory of the walking of flies 
on smooth substances, that they hang on by the 
help of capillary adhesion—the molecular attraction 
between solid and liquid bodies. By a seriesof nice 
calculations, such as weighing hairs and measuring 
their diameters, and sticking the cut end of hair in 
oil or water tomake itadhere when touched toglass, 
this scientist proved that capillary attraction would 
uphold a fly were it four-niths as heavy again as it 
isat present. It is true that the foot-hairs are very 
minute, but as each fly is said to be furnished with 
10,000 to 12,000 of these we need not be surprised at 
what they can do. Reasoning from this theory we 
would conclude that flies find it difficuit to mount a 
glass slightly dampened, because of the repulsion 
between the watery surface and the oily liquid ex- 
uding from the feet, and they are likewise impeded 
by a slight coating of dust, because the initerspwes 
between the hairs are filled with dust, and observa- 
tion seems to show this to be the case. When we 
see a fiy making his toilet, he 1s not, as we might 
suppose, cleaning his body, but his feet, so that 
they may the more readily adhere. Every one has 
noticed how quickly a fly takes flight,even when he 
has been dozing in the same position for half an 
hour, This new theory makes it easier to under- 
stand how he can so readily detach himself, for the 
air pressure theory and the gum theory both im- 
plied more or less effortin relensing his feet from 
their involuntary hold.

A Gentleman Gets Out of His Coffin and 
Dances at a Ball. 

Burials ative are far more common in hot 
countries, where the burial takes place within 
twenty-four hours after death than they are here, 
Says the London Referee, where one gets as a rule, 
a week's grace. In Spain the body is frequently 
removed to the undertaker’s shop a few hours after 
death. In one of the largest of these establisnments 
in Madrid, some years ago, an extraordinary sight 
was witnessed. Agentleman was brought in his 
“casket” one afternoon, and placed in the reom set 
set apart for that branch of the bisiness. The pro- 
prietor lived over his premises, and on this special 
evening was giving a grand ball. When the 
bail .was at its height, a gentleman in full 
evening dress suddenly joined the company. 
He danced with the wife of the undertaker, and he 
danced with the undertaker’s daughter, and seemed 
to be thoroughly enjoying himself. The undertaker 
thought he knew. his face, but didn’t like to be rnde 
and ask him his name, but by and by all the guests 
departed, and the strange gentleman was the only 
one left. “Shall Isend fora cab for you?” said the 
host atlast. ‘No, thank you,’ replied the gentle- 
man; “I’m staying ithe house.” “Staying in the 
house!’ exclaimed the undertaker; “who are yon, 
sir”’ “What! don’t you know me? I’m the corpse 
that was brought in this afternoon.”’ 

The undertaker horrified, rushed to the mortuary 
room and found the coffin empty. His wife and 
daughter had been dancing with a corpse. An ex- 
pianation, of course, followed. The gentleman, 
who had only been in a trance, had suddenly recoy- 
ered, and, hearing music and revelry above, and 
having a keen sense of humor had got out of his 
coffin (the Spanish coffin closes with a lid, whichis 
only locked just previous to interment) and joined 
the festive party, He was quite presentable, as in 
Spain the dead are generally buried in full evening 
dress.

Mrs. Maria Price is avery old negress who 
lives with a Mrs. Valentine, in the rear of the First 
Colored Baptist church, on Powel street. She is not 
positive about her age, but from the events which 
she says she remembers the neighbors say she must 
be over 110 years old, 

‘*Y’see,” said the old woman to an Examiner re- 
porter yesterday, ‘‘we can’t zactly tell when we was 
bo’n, case we didn’t keep no ‘count. 

*‘In’48, when I bought myself, my mas’r put down 
on de papers 55 yeabs. Eut 1 mus’ have been older’n 
dat, case dey mos’ allers put down de slabes a lot 
younger den dey was, case dey could get mo’ for 
dem.”’ 

Mrs. Price has been confined to her bed forthe 
past four years with a broken hip, the result of hes 
being knocked down by a runaway horse. Her face 
isa very network of wrinkles, and the skinny hands 
@at she cmphasizes her statements with are 
shrunken and knuckly. 

She was asked to give some of her early reminis 
cences, and promptly answered: 

“T reck’lec’ Gen’l Washerton puffickly. He came to 
Richmond whenlwas a gall playin’ wid odder 
chil’ren on the street. He was a-walkin’ ‘long wid 
some gen’lemen. Dey tol’ me he wasde gen’l, case 
yo’ kno’ dey paid lots ob ‘tention whareber he 
went, 

“Ite was gettin’ on in yeahs, but was tall an’ ’rect. 
I seed him of’n in Richmond.”’ 

As Washington diedin 1799, andas Mrs. Price 
must have been 12o0r15 years old when she saw 
him, this recollection gives her tilde toa century at 
least. 

But she has recollections that go back still 
further. 

“Do you remember anything of the revolutionary 
war?’ asked the reporter. 

“T rick’lec’ heahin ofit when dey was fitin’, but I 
was only a little gal den, an’ ob course I don’ pay 
no’tension, De young mas’r went away to fight 
in de wah,” 

“Do you remember the declaration of indepen- 
dence?’ hazarded the reporter. 

“T reclec’ hearin’ ob it, but ‘course I don’ pay 
no ’tension, bein a chile.”’ 

Lafayette she also recollected, as well as President 
Adams and Jefferson. The warof 1812 and events 
up to fifty yearsago she perfectly remembered to 
the least details. 

It was evident that the old woman could recollect 
of hearing ofeverything from the flooded down, 
but had paid ro attention toit, as she was young.

Her original 
owners were the Tyrrels, of Virginia. She claims 
to have been well acquainted with Washington’s 
body servant, whom she affectionately referred to 
as Uncle Frederick. 


The Aftermath of Death. 
From the Kennesaw Gazette. 

A gentleman, who was a citizen of Marietta 
at the time of the fighting around that point by the 
armies in.1864, was talking to us about the federal 
bombardment of the confedcrate batteries on the 
summit of Kennesaw mountain. 

He said that after the war an immense amount of 
lead and iron was picked up on the north side of 
the mountain where the federal missiles had struck 

He remarked that for two or three years after the 
war, in the fall, whea the ground was covered with 
dead leaves, parties used to set these on fire, so as to 
keep the undergrowth down. The flames would 
creep up the mountain side, and at night would 
present a grand sight, there appearing to be long 
lines of fire in the sky. 

But one of the most striking features of these fires 
on the mountain was the explosion of some of the 
federal shells. He said thateven in Marietta they 
could be distinctly heard, and on the first oceasion 
or two of burning the woods on the mountain side 
there were scores of those which exploded, and the 
reports called back tothe citizensof Marietta in a 
very emphatic manner the federal bombardments 
which had ensued in 1864. 

There is, however, no danger of this kind now, 
as we have not heard of any similar occurrences in 
a number of years.

A Southern Mayjvv on the Stage. 
Alex F, Sweet in Texas Siftings. 

It must occur to the average theatre goer 
that the representations of persons and characters 
on the stage are rarely true to life. The stage 
Indian of the Fenimore Cooper tribe, with his 
stately pose and ‘‘hifalutin’’ talk, does not bear the 
slichtest resemblance to the greasy buck of the 
plains. An utterly impossible good old negro of the 
Uncle Tom type is also trotted out to the infinite 
amusement fof those of the audience who are ac- 
quainted with thenegro as he is. Then, again, 
there is a purely. mythical sailor, who is everlast- 
ingly dancing, hitching up his pants, and shivering 
his timbers. 

Why, even thestage moonis usually three-cor- 
nered, and after it has by fitsand starts climbed up- 
about three fee: above the horizon, it gets stuck 
and ean go no further. No sober man has ever 
seen the real moon actin this peculiar way. Arte- 
mus Ward was often compelled to excuse 
himself to his audience while he went back 
of his panorama to control the eecentric motions 
of the moon that traveled with his show. 

I don’t care much about the three-cornered moon, 
nor impossible negroes nor Indians, but the South- 
ern Colonel or Major should he reduced to the 
ranks. I have seen several Southern Colonels on 
the New York stage, the likes of which have never 
been observed in the south. 

All the stage Southern Majors wear a big sombrero 
and a caseade of hair flowing down their backs ala 
Buffalo Bill. Usually the Southern Major limps, and 
every few minutes he tells the bero, who is trom the 
north and wants to marry the “Majah’s” dauzbter, 
something about “that bullet, tah, in my leg, 
sah, where you yankees shot me, sah, at Gettys- 
burg, sah,”’ 

When the siaze Southern Major is not talking 
about his game leg. he is saying: “I’m a southern 
gentleman, sah, from Georgia, sah; I am a mar of 
honor, sah.” In one play the Southern “Majah,” 
whose daughter hag been jilted, is perpetually 
threatening to ‘‘appeal tothe law.’”’ The southern 
majors or colonels may possibly commit some of the 
absurdities with which they are charged, but there 
never was an instance of one of them ever appeal- 
ing to the law where the houor of any female mem- 
ber of his family was concerned. He may appeal! to 
the shotgun or the coroner, but never to the law, 
and it is a great pity thata similar custom does not 
prevail in the north. The relatives of the saucer- 
faced dude or ambitious drummer who banks on 
the Southern Colonel appealing to the law insuch 
cases are to be pitied. 

On the stage the Southern Major is eternally pull 
ing out a little popgun of a pistol, which he threat- 
ens to use, buB never doer. Here is another griev- 
ous injustice. When the real Southern Major pulls 
a pistol it is of the proper calibre and he does it very 
suddenly, and it alwaysgoes off and hurts some- 
body- 

On the stage the Southern Major is often called a 
liar with impunity. This is not the case in real 


life. Calling a Southern Majora liar off the stage } 


is never destined to become a popular pastime lixe 
baseball. 

The stage Southern Major may have existed at 
one time in a modified form, Lut now he Ris cut off 
his long hair, he no longer wears the umbrageous 
sombrero, end be is not on the fight unless there is- 
a positive necessity for it.. He is busy managing 
railroads or banks, working mines or engaged in ag- 
ricultural pursuits. He has even invadedthe north. 
New York is full of him, and he is numerous in bus 
iness In Chicago and other western cities. In fact, 
there is nothing in his dress or manner that betrays 
his southern origin. He may carry pounds of ‘fed- 
eral lead in his body. or have foughton a hundred 
battle fields, but he is not given to bragging about 


| it. Omce more I say, let it be understood that the

‘The story which I 
have heard so often from him, and confirmed 
in many details by others, is that a circus man 
and woman enticed him into their carriage as 
he was climbing a tree, promising to buy him 
candy. An hour afterward he was put on 
board @ steamer from New York. and from 
there was immediately taken to Cuba. He 
was taught all kinds of circus performances, 
how to ride bareback, jump and swing on the 
trapeze. After he was brought to Cooperstown 
he often showed up his circus tricks in tumb- 
ling about the barn and on the backs of horses. 
The circus ple were very cruel to him. 
In one of their rooms at the Cuban hotel where 
they stopped they rigged up a trapeze and 
trained him in spite of his fright. They used 
to beat him with the buckle end of a strap un- 
til his back was all black and blue. One day 
he ran screaming down stairs into the bar-room. 
The ¢itcus man followed him and struck him 
with his fist, in the bar-room, felling him. 
The landlord interfered, and the matter 
ended in the landlord taking charge of 
him.

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features of the Specnlative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 4—[{Special.}—There was quite a 
change of sentIment in wheat todexy. The rains of 
last night refreshed the bears in proportion as it im- 
proved crop prospects; then, too, cables reporied a 
downward tendency at Liverpool. These influences 
induced the local crowd to sell wheat at the start, 
but clearances at New York were reported at 388,000 
bushels, and they turned buyers, Later, when it 
was found that the clearance should have been 88,- 
000 bushels, the bull fever was suddenly checked 
and trace became quite dull. July opened at 83\e, 
sold off to 83'44@*e, reacted to 83),@*4ec, and again 
eased back to 83'¢c.

From Good Housekeeping. 

\ Who can say that the inventions ofthe nineteenth 
bentury do not show us to be going ahead, pushing 
onward to perfection? Notonlyis this the cage in 
Scientific matters, but in all branches pertaining to 
household work. In one particular, however, we 
gre losing ground. Our daughters are not taught 
the use of the needle, as were our grandmothers in 
the good old times of ‘‘long ago,” for did they not 
fashion dainty beautiful garments, without the aid 
pf the sewing machine, with its numerous attach- 
guents; hemmer, ruffler, tucher, corder and binder? 

In “grandma’s day” every ruffie was hemmed, 
rolled, whipped and sewed on by hand. In under 
garments every sear was neatly felled, every yard 
of flannel was (after being run together), nicely and 
evenly “catstepped,” and without this pretty finish 
was considered a bungling, unsightly piece of 
work, 

In many cases too much time and eyesight were 
Bpent in beautifving and adorning ladies’ under- 
‘wear. Particularly was this the case, when days, 
weeks, and even months were spent in elaborately 
embroidering the chemise and night gown yokes, 
BO much in vogue twenty and thirty years ago, 
This I considera wanton waste of time and now 
SIamburg embroidery and woven trimmings are so 
gheap and pretty, there is no excuse for it. 

Neither do I condemn the use of the sewing ma- 
thine, but I contend that to do good machine work 
3t is almost necessary for one to understand how to 
do plain sewing. I think all mothers should begin 
by the time their daughters are ten years of age to 
teach them the rudiments of this branch of house- 
hold work. I am fully aware of the objections 
urged by most mothers, mainly, want of time: if 
mot want of time on the part of the mother, want of 
time on the part of the child, many times it isa 
want of inclination on the part of one or both. 

Do not let your child commence too soon on 
fancy or decorative work, but give her a good 
foundation by a thorough drill in plain sewing 
while yet young enough to be guided by your in- 
Btruction. With this foundation all branches of 
e@rnamental work will be comparatively easy.

' Whatever the cause, it is a fact to which all 
mothers will assent, that the majority of children 
do not willingly take proper care of their teeth. 
Brushes are mislaid or destroyed, all possible ex- 
cuse offered forthe delay or entire suspension of 
this part of the toilet, and only the perservering,ex- 
perienced mother will succeed in starting her 
children in the right way. Here as elsewhere in 
nursery discipline, “Thou shalt” and “Thou shalt 
not’’ invite transgression. But children are easily 
influenced when an appeal is made to their com- 
mon sense. By the use of a hand-glass show the 
little boy or girl cach one of his little white teeth, 
and tell him how precious they are, since by no 
natural means can they be replaced. He becomes 
interested in the incisors, which cut like scissors; 
the eye-teeth just under the eyes, and the funny 
~in"led-up molars, so usefnl for beefand mutton.

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washed teeth as with soiled hands, face or linen. 
But perhaps the desirable result is mest easily se- 
cured when a child has been so early accustomed 
to a clean, sweet mouth, that he can never be com- 
fortable without it. The daily habit thus becomes 
a fixed custom, no more to be neglected or discon- 
tinued than the putting on of shoes and stockings. 

Especially should the mother be watchful when 
the permanent set begins to appear. There should 
be no falling away of the small miik-teeth from de- 
cay, but gradually their roots will be absorbed until 
there is no longera support for the crown, which 
then loosens and, under favorable conditions, falls 
out, or may be gently removed with little or no 
pain and as fair and clean as when it first appeared 
in the mouth. The second tooth now appears, and 
if a little forethought has been taken to secure forit 
plenty of room it is comely and healthy. Butif 
forced to crowd its way around the first tooth it be- 
comes niisshapen or protruding and may seriously 
affect the shape ofthe mouth. A little manipula- 
tion properly applied may correct this fault.

Saratoga Chips. 
From Good Housekeeping. 

There are but three manufucturers of Saratoga 
chips in this country, and none are made abroad, 
The potatoes are peeled and sliced by machinery. 
then washed and dried between muslin cloths. 
The starch that is in them would turn brown in fry- 
ing or broiling in hot grease; so the starch is re- 
moved by some secret process, and then the bath of 
hot grease curls them crispy and gives them the de- 
licious flavor that has made them famous. A few 
minutes in a hot oven makes them as crisp as 
though they were just fried. They do not come 
from Saratoga, though many of them go there.

Some Good Recipes. 

Cocoanut Cakes.—The grated meat of two cocoa- 
nuts, their weight in loaf sugar, one cup of flour 
and whites of two eggs. Shape into balls and bake 
twenty minutes, 


Macaroons.—Half a pound of almonds, blanched, 
dried, and pounded to a paste, with one teaspoon- 
ful of rose water. Beat together the whites of three 
and half a cup of powdered sugar, adding 
the sugar by the teaspoonful. Add half a teaspoon- 
ful of almond essence, then add the pounded al- 
monds, and, if too soft to be shaped, add one table- 
spoonful of flour. Roll with wet hands into balls 
the size of walnuts, flatten them slightly, and place 
some distance apart on buttered paper. Bake 
slowly. 

Almond paste, ready for use, may be obtained at 
a confectioner’s. Break it up with a fork. Add the 
beaten whites and sugar, using fouror five eggs for 
halfa pound of paste, Drop by teaspoonfuls on 
paper and bake as above.

Parker answers the numerous questions that come 
pouring in upon us on this particular subject, and 
will interest all who are engaged in raising poultry. 
We commend it to a careful perusal by our readers.

Mrs. E. A. Parker, Zebulon, Ga.: For the encour- 
agement of those who wish to raise chickens, but 
have been deterred through the fear of failure or 
the continual reminder from some interésted (?) 
friend that “it won’t pay,’’ I will give my account 
of debit and credit for three months of 1888, ° 

Stock on hand January Ist, 12 hens and 6 pullets, 
1 cock and 1 cockerel. 

These are confined in a small yard, not more than 
&quarterof anacre. I quote actual market prices 
paid for food, also our market prices for eggs and 
chickens, Cost of feeding three months:

Besides the six frying size so’d at 25 cen's each 
and the thirty broilers on hand counted at 25 cents 
each, I have twenty larger than partridges and 
twenty-two not yet weaned, Of the l08 eggs set in 
January and February, ninety-four hatched. Of 
these I lost sixteen by drowning. 

The secret of success with poultry is three fold. 
First—Cleanliness, which includes clean roosting 
quarters and nests, clean drinking vessels, and 
plonty of fresh, clean water. Sccond—Watchful- 
ness, which includes care for the setting hens, feed- 
ing them when they leave the nest and when 
hatching keeping them on the nest till the twenty- 
fourth day ofincubation. Third—Feeding; this for 
the young broods should be every three or four 
hours until they are three weeks oli. 

Young chicks thrive best on a change of food, and 
I give mine oats once a day as soon as large enough 
toeat them. Boiled cow peas mashed with corn 
bread or bread soaked in buttermilk is excellent. 
Cool, frosty mornings give the chicks a hot break- 
fast, if only meal made up with warm water. 

Imark my eggs daily as they are gathered. For 
instance, those brought in today will be marked in 
pencil 4-18, which means the fourth month and 
eighteenth day. I never sect an egg that bas been 
laid more than two weeks, hence my reason for 
marking them, 

My fowls are a cross between the Plymouth Rock 
and Wyandotte, and I have three Brown Leghorn 
hens that help to fill the egg basket. During Jan- 
uary and February I give a hen only 13 eggs to set 
upon, during March 14 to 16, and in April 18, if the 
setter is of good size. I have now 148 eggs in pro- 
cess of incubation under eight hens, 

Long life tothe Kingdom and its editress. If [ 
have not trespassed too greatly on your space, and 
you desire, will give you my method of raising 
turkeys in my next.

Miss M. F. Jordan, Roxboro, N. G: Mrs. Annie 
M. Harris asks, in Woman’s Kingdom, bow to care 
for fuchsias. If she will observe the following di- 
rections, she cannot fail of success: Use large pots; 
put in an inch orso of charcoal or other material 
for drainage; for potting soil use pure leaf mold; 
set the plants in a light place, but never in strong 
sunshine; keep the soil always moist. The blooms 
will be finer if the plants are watered with liquid 
manure twice a week. I have a variety of plants 
and would exchange for other kinds, although I 
have had a somewhat unsatisfactory experience in 
thislime, I agreed to make an exchange with one 
of the sisters for four specified varieties of hyacinth. 
When they bloomed they were ali of one variety, 
and that of which I already had asupply. Another 
agreed to send me hyacinths in exchange for cut- 
tings. I sent the cuttings last spring, expecting, 
according to agreement, to receive the bulbs in the 
fall. Although I wrote her twice in regard to them, 
I have not yet seen them or heard a word from her, 
I have a quantity of double white violets and apple 
geraniums, twenty-three other varieties of gera- 
nium, and other plants too numerous to mention.
